A Fearful Cyclone Pauw Orer Northern 


Iowa. 


ST. PAot, Minn., April 11.—-A fearful 


cyclone passed over northern Iowa this 
morning between 8 and ft o'clock. It 
struck Akron and W«stfield, in Plym 
oath county, la. At 8 o'clock it struck 
at Page, Neb., 100 miles west of the 
other two places. 


At Akron the sky became dark about 


S o'clock, so that lamps had to be 
lighted 
The storm came down very 


suddenly front the northeast, and In a 
few minute* Akron was almost in 
ruins. 
^ 


The storm covered a wide path. The 


Iron wagon bridge across the Sioux 
river was torn to pieces, the great iron 
trusses being twisted and broken. 
Houses were unroofed or carried from 
their foundations and destroyed. The 
grain elevator was torn to pieces, and 
the whirlwind carried Its debris aor«w 
the street, depositing it where a lum- 
ber yard had been, while a good part 
of the lumber yard was deposited 
where the elevator had been 
Several 


cars loaded with stone standing on a 
side-track were picked up and carried 
several rods. Several store buildings 
were partially wrecked and unroofed. 


The damage cannot be learned ace u 


rately, nor details of the storm, as the 
wir«s arc all down. 


The Chicago, Milwaukee A St Paul 


road sent up a special train from Sioux 
City 
The storm followed the Sioux 


valley south to Westfleld. Its path 
was marked by demolished houses and 
barns Two people, a man and his 
wife, were killed at one farm. Their 
names are not yet known. 
Several 


others were badly injured, and many 
hogs and cattle were killed. No re- 
ports have been received of any devas- 
ation between these places. 


At Page, Neb., the storm demolished

Southwestern Kansas and particularly 
ilontgomery county was visited by a 
eriible cyclone this evening which left 
a path of death and destruction behind 
t This city was only the extreme 
dge of the storm and suffered little 
damage, but reports from the sur- 
rounding country and small towns, 
near here, show great destruction of 
iroperty and loss of life, particulars of 
which it is impossible to get to-night 
as the wires «re all down. 


The little town of Farke, ten miles 


south of here, seems to have got the 
worst of the storm. From the most re-

SOMEBODY IS FIBBING. 


Men Engaged to Take the Flacea of 


Hamburg-Amerloan Una Strikers 


Bolt Their Agreement. 


LONDON, April 
12.—The London 


Times publishes a statement to the ef- 
fect that fifty firemen and forty trim- 
mers were engaged in London for 
a Southampton steamer, the men be- 
ing under the impression that it waa 
an Inman line steamship and that upon 
their arrival at Southampton they were 
taken on board of the steamer and 
taken to Hamburg. At Hamburg the 
men found that they were destined to 
take the places of the men on strike 
against the Hamburg-American Co. 
Upon discovering this the English fire- 
men and trimmers all refused to sign 
articles, and demanded that 
they 


should bo returned to England at the 
expense of the Hamburg-American Co. 


The Hamburg-American Co. states, 


in refutation, that the situation was 
fully explained to the men when they 
were engaged in London, and that the 
men were perfectly willing to go to 
Hamburg and accept employment on 
the Hamburg-American ling steamship 
running between Hamburg and New 
York, and that they struck against 
their agreement after reaching Ham- 
burg. 
The 
Hamburg-American Co. 


therefore declines to pay the expenses 
of sending the men back from Ham- 
burg to London. 


KAVACHOI/S ACCOMPUCB8 


On Trial for Causing the Explosion In 


the Gate Very. 


PARIS, April 13.—The trial of Pierre 


Jean Francois and two other anarchists 
named Bricon and DeLange, on the 
charge of having been concerned in the 
explosion in the Cafe Very, Boulevard 
Magenta, Paris, on May 25 last, began 
yesterday. The Anarchist Ravachol 
had been arrested in the cafe, having 
been pointed ont to officers of the law 
by Very, the keeper of the restaurant, 
and the anarchists had a worn to avenge 
what they considered the betrayal of 
their chief. On the 25th of May a bomb 
was exploded in the place, causing 
great damage to the restaurant and 
horribly wounding Very, who subse- 
quently died. The French authorities 
traced the crime, as alleged, to Fran- 
cois and others 
Francois was arrested 


In October last in London on the charge 
of having been a party to tha outrage. 
He resisted extradition, but was •finally 
delivered up to the French authorities 
The public showed *ut small interest in 
the trial yesterday.

The officials at the Vatican laugh at 


the idea of the proposed brochure hav- 
ing any effect. They smile also at tlte 
other attempts the Italian government 
has made or may attempt to make to 
change the pope's policy. The ecclesi- 
astical authorities believe that the 
democratic policy of the pope has ob- 
tained such a firm hold upon the minds 
of the people that it will become tradi- 
tional, and other pope's will live up to 
it.

farther Particulars. 


LONDON, April 11.—At 8:45 o'clock 


this evening it is still impossible to ob- 
tain more than meager details of the 
accident In the Pont-y-Pridd coal mine. 
The first alarm was given at 3 o'clock 
this afternoon. The sparks from an 
engine In a four-foot seam are supposed 
to hare Ignited a pile of cotton waste. 
The flames spread to the wood-work 
and finally ignited the ga* in the seam. 
Flame and smoke gave to the 800 men 
at work in the scam the first warning 
of approaching danger. All ran to- 
ward the landing. Many were over- 
taken by the fire and smoke, and left 
to their fate by their comrades in ad- 
vance of them. 


Comparatively few of the men In the 


seam at the time of the explosion 
reached the landing. A rescuing party 
was formed. The party got as far as 
the landing, of the seam, where the fire 
started, but was driven back almost 
immediately by the dense smoke issu- 
ing from the seun. The surveyor took 
his men hack to the surface. 


After a half hour's rest, they went 


down again and forced their way ten 
yards Into the workings. They found 
four dead bodies, which they brought 
back with them. 
Attempts to go 


further into the workings were vain as 
the wood-work was burning One of 
the rescuing party who ventured too 
tar was killed. 


The men who saved themselves im- 


mediately after the fire broke out were 
too much confused and frightened to 
observe the positions of their fellow- 
workingmon. They are unable to give 
any clear account of the distribution 
of the miners, and the work of res- 
cue must therefore proceed under 
all the difficulties of 
uncertainty.

How to Vote. 


There will be no complications in the 


city ticket calculated to oonfuse the 
voter. When there are several men 
running for the same office on the same 
ticket, as waa the oasa in the township 
election ss to justice* ol tho peace, con- 
stables and assistant supervisor*, it was 
difficult to vote for put of one ticket 
and part of another. It could only be 
done safely by leaving the circle at the 
head of the ticket alone and marking 
the square opposite the nnme of each 
person dented, to be voted for, by the 
person voting. 


Then are no such complications in the 


city ticket. Each party has bnt one 
nominee for each office on the ticket, 
which amplifies the voting. 
All the 


voter, who desires to vote a atraight 
ticket, is required to do, ie to pat a cross 
in the circle opposite the name of the 
party of his choice, and it be desires to 
split or mix his ticket all that he need 
do is to pat a cross in the circle opposite 
the party of his choice and put a cross 
in the square opposite the name of any 
candidate of any other party for whom 
he desires to vote, and make no other 
marks whatever, or be may leave the 
circle unmarked and pnt an X in the 
square opposite the name of each candi- 
date for whom he desires to vole. • 


This is all very'simple and ought to be 


familiar to every voter, and yet in spite 
of all the explanations, men will go to 
Ihe polls and by attempting to be smart 
will manage to spoil their ballots so that 
they cannot be counted. Of this class 
of men the fellow who tears the ballot 
be wants to vote out of the ticket and 
the fellow who scratches off the ticket

EARLY CARTOGRAPHERS. 


Colombo* and the Theory of the B»rth'a 
Rotundity. 


The true theory of the rotundity of 


the earth, which classical antiquity had 
clearly formulated, but which in the 
earlier middle ages had been ridiculed 
as an idle fancy of the philosophers or 
proscribed as an impious heresy, gained 
credit again in the fourteenth century, 
and In the fifteenth was disputed by no 
person of education. And if there were 
only tSree continents—and these made 
up the old world—It was necessary to 
suppose that Asia formed the western 
boundary of the ocean. The extreme 
cast of Asia was, owing to the rotund- 
ity of the earth, also the extreme west. 
But then, how wide was the ocean? 
How far east did Asia extend from the 
Mediterranean? The best answer tc 
these questions was given by Marco 
I'olo, the most distinguished traveler of 
the middle ages, a Venetian by birth. 
At the end of the thirteenth eentury he 
spent about twenty-five years in travel- 
ing as a merchant. He made his way 
right through Asia, visited the bufey 
ports of China, and thenee sailed round 
back to Persia. 
Without scientific 


training, 
but 
endowed 
with 
an 


open, receptive mind, he 
gathered 


impressions 
in 
the 
highlands 
of 


Asia, the fruit fields of China, and 
on the tropical coast of the Sunda isles, 
and wrote an account of what he had 
seen. It is not surprising that he over- 
estimates the distances traversed in his 
journeys through (he Asiatic mountain 
country and his voyages, which took 
Mm far south of China. It was very 
natural that all who afterwards read 
the story of his travels—and Columbus 
possessed a copy—should imagine the 
extent of Asia to be much greater than 
is really the cose. And the more Aaia 
was enlarged in this fashion, the more 
the ocean contracted. And this con- 
clusion was all the more. welcome be- 
cause the whole shining array of class- 
ical authors, from the great Aristotle 
downwards, had taught that the ocean 
was relatively small, and that the land 
made up by far the greater part of the 
surface of the earth.

Nicolo de Conti, bad been In India (at 
the beginning of the fifteenth century), 
Mid had reached the Spice Islands by 
way of the Snnda isles. After his re-
